SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board respectfully submit to the citizens of 
Hooksett this, their fifth annual report. 


We believe the schools in our town are in better condition 
to day then they have been for years. The town has at 
the expense of Three Hundred and Ninety Three dollars 
supplied every child who attends school, with books. The 
child is not obliged to leave his seat for books or for help 
from other scholars, this throws them on their own resour- 
ces and makes it very much better for the child and pleas- 
anter for the teacher. Each teacher having charge of the 
same school during the entire year with the exception of the 
one on Hackett Hill, two brothers being employed in this 
school. There has been no favoritism, the School Board 
working together for the best interest of our schools, adopt- 
ing plans intended to give our boys and girls such an edu- 
cation as will develop strong moral characters, patriotic 
citizens and good members of society. They believe this 
end can be accomplished by love more easily than by fear. 
by kindness than by the rod, throwing their influence in 
the direction of process and reform. They have encour- 
aged those teachers who, bystrength of character, love and 
personal influence, are making themselves felt for good in 
our schools. . 


Are we doing our duty as citizens of Hooksett to raise 
the standard of our schools, toso rule and regulate them, 
that our boys and girls, when they leave our schools, wil 
be well developed morally as well as intellectually. It is 
the constant care of a good parent that his child’s intellect 
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should be stored with sound knowledge, enlightened with 
correct ideas, formed to clear, true and firm convictions; 
and, at the same time, their morals should be resolutely 
turned away from the vicious tendencies which would de- 
base their character, or injure their fellow beings, and be 
as resolutely turned in the way of the upright and. 
virtuous qualities which will ennoble their natures, make 
them a credit to their family anda benefit to the communi- 
ty. Well should the parent know that this life-moulding of 
his child is no easy task; that all the time of childhood and 
youth will not be too long for its thorough and Jasting ac- 
complishment, that a judicious employment of all the in- 
fluences which surround the youth’s life and tell on the 
young mind and heart, will be none too much to secure it. 
It must be the aim of home, of companionship, of books, 
of schools. In all these agencies their is one influence 
‘which we consider indispensable, which we wish to be the 
habitual element of the child’s life, since on it, above all 
things else, must the moulding of the child’s character, the 
securing of his temporal welfare, depend; and that is the 
influence of a christian home. ‘This our schools can only 
second. But what can be done, when this influence is 
wanting? In such lamentable cases only the impressions 
made upon youthful minds and hearts by consecrated 
teachers can be availing. For the most effective results of 
their work, teachers must rely upon their personal influence 
secured by patient kindness and integrity, through their 
respect and love of their pupils. 


Messrs. Clark and Towle have again offered ten and five 
dollars as prizes to be contested for by the pupils in our 
schools at the close of the schoal year. 

We hope the interest in this branch of education will con- 
tinue. Caddie Johnson, Eva Burbank, and Lynn Ham- 
mond, who took the first, second and third prizes, were 
pupils of Miss M. E. Littlefield of Manchester, a graduate 
from Emerson, formerly Monroe College of Oratory, 
Boston, Mass. ) ; 
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SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The one at South Hooksett has had new single Automa- 
tic seats from Grand Rapids, Mich., at a cost of about two 
hundred dollars. This school is growing in numbers and 
the School Board would recommend six more seats and 24 
feet more Recitation seats at a cost of forty dollars. 

The House at Rowe’s Corner needs painting and tie 
grounds improved, and the people of that part of the town 
have asked to have it done. 


The House at the village the School Board would reccom- 
mend 40 new single seats and 40 feet Recitation Seats tor 
the upper room, and ventilators put in both rooms, some- 
thing hung under and just below the funnels so the heat 
will not strike direct on the child’s head, the black boards 
repaired and some other repairs; whole cost of $175.00. The 
old seats can be stored in the basement and used for a 
temporary School in case needed. The school grounds are 
infringed on by the highway, we would ask the highway 
surveyor to carefully look over the highway bordering on 
these grounds and give the district what belongs to them. 


In our last report the school board called your attention 
to the number of scholars in the primary school. Itis 
feared that ifall the children in the village who are old 
enough were sent to school, the room would not be large 
enough for their accommodation and _ the School Board | 
would be called upon to furnish more room and another 
teacher. For the second time a petition has been presen- 
ted to the board, requesting, that an article be inserted in 
their warrant, to seeif the district will vote to builda 
school-house in the south part of the district. It is hoped 
that the petitioners will be able to agree, as to the location 
and report at schogl meeting. 

In closing we would say, choose upon the School Board 
only men and women who’‘are interested in the cause of 
education and who will look after the interests of our 
schools. We are glad to see a growing interest in parents 
visiting schools. When men like Messrs. Nutting, Lantry, 
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Clark, Rowe, Cate, Dr. Togus and Rev. J. P. Demerit spend 
a whole day in school, it shows that they desire to en- 
courage their children, know their teacher better and are 
interested in the cause of education.
